12/8/2014 | Day 342 | Hebrews 1:1-3:19 

God has spoke through Jesus; Jesus is higher than the angels; Pay attention; suffering; Moses; 
Christ; Unbelief 

12/9/2014 | Day 343 | Hebrews 4:1 - 6:20 

Be faithful to God; Jesus is our great high priest; he was appointed by God; there is hope in 
Christ Jesus through the works of the Church; blessings of Abraham are ours, also.
